Proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

Whereas,  numerous  applications  have  been 
made  to  me  (rom  many  good  citizens  of  this 
Commonwealth,  praying  me  to  issue  a procla- 
mation forbidding  tiie  inarch  of  any  forces  of 
this  or  any  other  State  orStates  over  our  soil, 
to  make  an  apprehended  attack  upon  the 
Federal  forces  at  Cairo,  in  Illinois,  or  to  dis- 
turb any  otherwise  the  peaceful  attitude  of 
Kentucky  with  reference  to  the  deplorable 
war  now  waging  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Confederate  States.  And  whereas, 
numerous  applications  trom  like  good  citizens 
of  this  Commonwealth  have  also  been  made 
to  me.  praying  me  to  issue  a proclamation 
forbidding  the  occupation  of  any  post  or  place, 
or  the  march  over  our  sacred  soil  by  any 
force  of  the  United  States  lor  any  purpose. 
And  whereas,  it  is  made  fully  evident,  by 
every  indication  of  public  sentiment,  that  il 
is  thedetermiued  purpose  of  the  good  people 
of  Kentucky  to  maintain,  with  courageous 
firmness,  the  fixed  position  of  self-defense, 
proposing  or  intending  no  invasion  or  ag- 
gression towards  any  other  State  or  States, 
forbidding  the  quartering  of  troops  upon  her 
soil  hv  either  of  the  hostile  sections,  but  sim- 
ply standing  aioof  from  an  unnatural,  horrid, 
and  lamentable  strife,  for  the  existence  ol 
which  Kentucky,  neither  by  thought,  word, 
nor  act,  is  in  any  wise  responsible.  And 
whereas,  the  policy  thus  recommended  by  so 
many  of  my  lellow-citizens  of  all  political 
leanings,  is,  in  inv  judgment,  wise,  peaceful, 
safe,  and  honorable,  and  the  most  likely  to 
preserve  peace  and  amity  between  the  neigh- 
boring bordering  States  on  both  shores  of  the 
Ohio  river,  and  protect  Kentucky,  general- 
ly, from  the  ravages  of  a deplorable  war. 
And  whereas,  the  arms  distributed  to  the 
‘State  Guard,"  composed  as  it  is  of  gentle- 
men equally  conscientious  and  honest,  who 
entertain  the  opinions  of  both  parties,  are 
not  to  be  used  against  the  Federal  Government 
nor  the  Confederate  States,  but  to  resist  and 
prevent  encroachments  upon  her  soil,  her 
rights,  her  honor,  and  her  sovereignty  by 
either  of  the  belligerent  parties,  and  to  pre- 
serve the  peace,  safety,  prosperity,  and  hap- 
piness and  strict  neutrality  of  her  people,  in 
the  hope  she  may  soon  have  an  opportunity 
to  become  a successful  mediator  between 
them;  and  in  order.to  remove  the  unfounded 
distrust  and  suspicions  of  purposes  to  force 
Kentucky  out  of  the  Union,  at  the  point  of 
the  bayonet — which  may  have  been  strongly 
and  wickedlv'engendered  in  the  public  mind 
in  regard  to  my  own  position  and  that  ot  the 
"State  Guard,"

1 also  hereby  especially 
and  solemnly  forbid  all  good  citizens  of  this 
Commonwealth,  whether  incorporated  in  the 
“State  Guard”  or  otherwise,  making  any 
warlike  or  hostile  demonstrations  whatever 
against  any  of  the  authorities  aforesaid, 
earnestly  requesting  all  citizens,  civil  and 
military,  to  be  obedient  hereto;  to  he  obedi- 
ent to  the  laws  and  lawful  orders  of  both 
the  civil  and  military  authorities;  to  remain 
when  otl'  military  duty  quietly  and  peacea- 
bly at  their  homes,  pursuing  their  wonted 
lawful  avocations;  to  refrain  ail  words  and 
acts  likely  to  engender  hot  blood  and  pro- 
voke collision;  to  pursue  such  a line  of  wise 
conduct  as  will  promote  peace  and  tranquil- 
ty,  and  a sense  of  safety  and  security,  and 
thus  keep  lar  away  from  our  beloved  land 
and  people  the  deplorable  calamities  of  in 
vasion;  but  at  the  same  time  earnestly  coun- 
seling my  fellow-citizens  ol  Kentucky  to

THE  COMMONWEALTH. 


Hon.  Andrew  Johnson  in  Cincinnati. 

This  distinguished  Tennessee  Senator 
readied  Cincinnati  on  Wednesday  morning, 
and  the  papers  of  that  city  give  glowing  ac- 
counts | of  his  reception.  The  Commercial 
says  lie  came  via  Lexington,  Ky.,  at  which 
point  lie  was  generously  received  by  masses 
of  Union  men  the  previous  night — and  to 
whom  he  made  a three  hours'  speech,  elicit- 
ing earnest  and  emphatic  endorsement  from 
them.  About  an  hour  before  the  Central 
Kentucky  train  arrived  at  Covington  a dis- 
patch announcing  his  approacli  was  received 
in  that  city.  Orders  were  immediately  is- 
9 led  and  the  military  of  Covington  promptly 
responded,  and  together  with  a great  con- 
course of  people  proceeded  to  the  train  to 
meet  their  welcome  guest.  Upon  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  gallant  Tennesseean  lie  was 
hailed  with  tumuitUousnpplause,  which  was 
continued  throughout  a triumphal  march 
through  Covington — the  Kenton  Union 
Guards,  Beene  Bides,  Marion  Artillery,  and 
Kentucky  Greys  forming  a military  guard  of 
honor  to  the  Burnet  House  in  Cincinnati, 
where  a dense  crowd  had  collected  and 
the  volume  of  applause  s wolfed  to  thunder 
tones. 

The  clamor  for  a speech  was  irrepressible 
and  irresistible.  Mr.  Johnson,  though  chok- 
ing with  dust  and  fatigued  with  travel,  at- 
tempted to  address  the  multitude,  but  was 
seriously  embarrassed  by  the  determination 
of  the  crowd  to  applaud  at  every  favorable 
opportunity.  lie  thanked  the  people  pro- 
foundly for  their  hearty  reception.  He  had 
not  expected  it.  He  was  taken  by  surprise, 
but  iie  was  deeply  grateful  for  such  mani- 
f.'stations  of  approbation.  He  attributed  it 
to  the  sympathy  they,  like  himself,  had  for 
the  Union  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the 
emblem  for  which  Washington  and  the  fa- 
thers fought.  Like  the  people  before  him, 
his  conscience  was  engaged  in  the  struggle 
to  maintain  and  protect  our  flag.  Early  in 
life  his  convictions  had  been  formed  and 
they  were  unalterable.  Every  citizen  owes 
a natural  and  legal  allegiance  to  the  Consti- 
tution. Traitors  had  violated  that  allegi- 
ance, and  it  is  our  duty  to  meet  them  and 
compel  them  to  obedience.  lie  telt  that  he 
had  done  all  that  had  been  required  of  him 
thus  far,  and  he  had  an  approving  con- 
science. In  his  own  State  there  is  a strug- 
gle. Whatever  other  sections  of  it  may  do, 
he  rejoiced  to  say  that  the  portion  in  which 
he  lives  will  stand  by  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 
The  flag  which  was  borne  by  Washington, 
by  the  patriots  of  1812,  and  by  Gen.  Scott  in 
Mexico,  must  be  defended  in  every  extremi- 
ty and  at  all  sacrifices.  1 trust  in  God  it  will 
yet  float  in  triumph  over  a united  people 
All  we  ask  in  Eastern  Tennessee  is  that  we 
may  not  be  invaded  from  the  South  or  Iron) 
other  portions  of  our  State:  but  we  have 
been  threatened,  and  now  we  ask  that  we 
may  be  placed  in  a condition  to  defend  our- 
selves and  the  emblem  of  our  liberty,  lie 
had  spoken  simply  to  return  his  heartfelt 
thanks  for  this  grateful  reception,  and,  re- 
peating his  thanks,  he  retired,  followed  by  a 
tumultuous  crowd,  who  pressed  their  con- 
gratulations upon  him. 

Mr.  Carter,  of  Tennessee,  who  accompa- 
nied him,  replied  to  a question,  “We  came 
through  Tennessee  boldly,  sir."  Mr.  John- 
son left  home  with  three  friends,  leaving  the 
railroad  at  a point  nearest  the  usually  trav- 
eled highway  to  Cumberland  Gap.  At  the 
Gap  a number  of  ineffective  shots  were  fired 
at  them  by  concealed  enemies. 

The  militia  of  the  reserve,  and  all  the  in- 
dependent military  companies  of  the  citv, 
were  ordered  out  to  escort  him  to  the  train 
leaving  at  10  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  during  the 
day  thousands  of  all  classes  of  citizens  paid 
him  that  generous  respect  which  he  so  well 
deserves  from  patriotic  people.  At3o’clock 
he  was  formally  waited  upon  by  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  soon  after  a commit- 
tee of  citizens  waited  on  him.  In  behalf 
of  the  people  of  Cincinnati,  lion.  Wm.  S. 
Grocsbeck  addressed  him,  on  the  balcony  of 
the  Burnet  House,  at  thecornerof  Third  and 
Vine  streets,  an  immense  concourse  of  citi- 
zens crowding  the  street  below  : 

Senator  Johnson — I am  directed  by  the 
people  of  Cincinnati  to  offer  you  the  hospi- 
talities of  our  city;  to  say  in  their  name, 
they  are  glad  to  see  von,  and  take  you  by 
tiie  hand.  We  welcome  you  as  a distinguish- 
ed Senator  of  the  United  States  from  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  but  we  especially  wel- 
come you  to-day  as  Andrew  Johnson  ; as  a 
man  well  tried  and  well  proved,  as  one  who 
at  our  Capitol,  and  in  the  South,  has  stood 
by  his  country  in  this  time  of  peril.  And 
we  are  glad  of  the  opportunity  at  this  hour, 
while  armies  arc  marching,  to  give  the  as- 
surance through  you,  to  all  of  the  South  who 
love  and  cherish  the  country,  that  we  love 
and  cherish  them.  This  great  movement  at 
the  North  is  no  sectional  party  movement; 
it  is  the  movement  of  aroused  patriotism,  of 
a love  for  the  country,  the  whole  country. 
It  means  no  more  than  this:  that  we  want, 
and  will  have,  it  wc  can  accomplish  it,  no 
other  country  than  the  Confederacv  estab- 
lished by  our  fathers — no  other  Constitution 
than  that  they  gave  us.  We  have  prosper- 
ed with  these,  and  we  intend  to  preserve 
them,  if  we  can.  Let  me  assure  you.  that 
notwithstanding  the  attitude  we  now  occupy, 
behind  all  this  present  bitterness  and  hostile 
feeling,  necessarily  excited  by  a condition  of 
war,  there  is  an  ocean  of  good  feeling  in  the 
hearts  of  the  North  for  the  South,  ready  to 
manifest  itself  whenever  it  may  be  proper; 
but  we  have  no  tolerance  for  this  secession. 
We  hold  it  to  be  unconstitutional, rebellious, 
most  unnecessary,  and,  in  every  view, agreat 
political  crime.  Duty  and  patriotism  de- 
mand that  it  shall  be  crushed. 

This  is  what  is  meant  by  the  great  mass 
of  our  people,  of  every  political  party.  This 
is  the  sentiment  which  animates  our  soldiers 
now  in  the  field;  it  is  the  sentiment  just  as 
strongly  cherished  bv  the  untold  thousands 
and  millions  who  yet  remain  at  home;  and 
it  is  the  sober  judgment  of  the  peace- 
loving,  considerate,  conservative  North.  The 
necessity  which  is  upon  us  is  not  mere- 
ly to  sustain  a temporary  administration, 
but  to  save  a government — the  best  govern- 


ment in  the  world;  and  *3  long  as  this  gov- 
ernment shall  maintain  its  integrity  ns  an  ef- 
fort to  preserve  the  Union  and  Constitution, 
witli  all  the  rights  it  assured,  to  the  South 
and  the  North,  I hope  and  believe,  sir,  it 
will  be  sustained  here  by  an  undivided,  un- 
faltering people.  It  were  better  that  the 
present  generation  should  suffer  in  its  com- 
merce, in  its  comforts,  and  in  all  ways- — bet- 
ter tor  our  prosperity — better  for  the  cause 
of  rational  freedom — better  for  the  world — 
than  thatthe  Union,  as  established  by  our 
fathers,  should  be  destroyed.  It  must  be 
preserved. 

Let  me  repeat  again,  sir,  the  welcome  of 
our  city,  and  assure  you  of  the  warm  respect 
in  which  you  are  held  by  us  all. 

Mr.  Johnson  responded  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: 

Fellow  Citizens  and  Countrymen: 

In  response  to  the  welcome  which  has  just 
been  tendered  to  me  by  the  chosen  organ  of 
this  city,  I have  not  language  to  express  my 
gratitude.  On  the  present  occasion  I am 
here  without  expectation  of  any  such  recep- 
tion as  is  this  which  has  welcomed  roc.  1 
Neither  have  I any  desire,  so  far  as  I am 
myself  concerned,  for  any  such  thing,  and  I 
might  conclude  the  remarks  which  I shall  ; 
make  on  the  present  occasion  by  endorsing  j 
and  responding  to  every  sentiment  which 
has  been  uttered  hv  your  chosen  speaker.  I ■ 
feel  that  while  I am  a citizen  of  the  South-; 
ern  States,  as  they  are  called,  1 am  a citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  most  cordially  do  i 
I respond  to  vvhat  has  been  said  in  relerence  i 
to  maintaining  the  Union  of  the  States,  j 
The  Constitution  lays  down  a basis  on ! 
which  the  Union  may  and  can  be  preserved,  j 
and  for  one  1 am  willing  to  live  under,  abide  [ 
by,  and  sustain,  the  flag  which  Washington 
carried  throughout  the  Hevolution. 

1 repeat  that  I have  no  language  to  express,  i 
no  words  toutter;  rather  1 have  words  which  | 
will  not  give  utterance  to  my  feelings  of 
heartfelt  and  sincere  gratitude,  and  at  the  j 
same  time  express  my  devotion  to  that  flag 
Much  has  been  said  about  the  South  and! 
the  North.  I am  glad  to  hear  the  language 
expressed  by  your  organ  to-day,  that  the 
pending  difficulties  of  existing  war  does  not 
grow  out  of  any  animosity  to  any  local  in- 
stitution, but  from  a devotion  toour  common 
country;  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  bring 
back  tliosa  individuals,  or  States,  if  you 
please,  which  have  taken  upon  themselves 
to  proclaim  the  odious  doctrine  of  secession. 

I cliaracterize  secession  as  an  odious  doctrine, 
a heresy,  a political  absurdity.  It  is  an 
odious  and  abominable  doctrine,  and  I look 
upon  it  as  contrary  to  all  government,  and 
as  a heresy  which  should  be  crushed  out. 
Where  it  is  admitted,  no  government,  polity 
cal,  moral,  or  religious,  can  stand.  It  is  dis- 
integrating in  its  nature,  and  a kind  of  uni- 
versal solvent.  I speak  it  not  profanely,  but 
it  is  hell-form,  hell-bound,  and,  if  permitted 
to  go  on,  it  will  drag  everything  in  its  train 
thither. 

In  response  to  what  lias  been  eaid,  I am 
proud  that  I can  lay  my  hand  on  my  breast 
and  say  that  I am  willing  to  guarantee  every 
right,  every  single  right,  which  belongs  either 
to  the  North,  South,  East,  or  West.  I am 
gratified  to  carry  voursentiments  to  the  peo- 
ple of  whom  I am  one;  that  there  is  nodis- 
position  to  make  war  upon  any  institution, 
whether  of  slavery  or  otherwise,  and  your 
determination  to  leave  the  disposition  of 
slavery  to  time  and  those  circumstances  by 
which  it  is  surrounded,  and  over  which  no 
political  legislation  can  exert  any  control. 

I hope  that  it  may  not  be  deemed  out  of 
place  if  I make  any  allusion  to  myself  or  to 
my  own  position.  My  position  in  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  is  familiar  to  most 
if  not  all  of  you.  Those  doctrines  I there 
laid  down,  are  still  mine.  I stiil  believe  that 
without  the  power  of  enforcing  the  laws  and 
maintaining  itself,  there  can  be  no  Govern- 
ment. And  1 believe  that  we  have  reached 
the  time  when  it  is  time  to  show  the  world, 
bofh  pagan  and  Christian,  whether  we  have 
a Government  or  not.  It  is  time  that  the 
world  should  know  that  the  Government 
framed  in  1789  was  not  a dream,  and  that  it 
has  neither  been  frittered  away  nor  laded 
from  our  sight.  It  is  time  that  the  whole 
civilized  world  should  know  that  the  doc 
trine  of  secession  is  a heresy,  and  that  neither 
States  nor  individuals  can  set  the  Govern- 
ment aside. 

These  are  substantially  the  doctrines  I 
cited  and  maintained  in  1833,  and  from  that 
down  to  t lie  present  time  Let  us  look  at  the 
la«t  struggle  tor  the  Presidency.  The  friends 
of  Senator  Douglas  presented  him  as  the 
best  Union  man.  The  friends  of  Mr.  Breck- 
inridge, of  whom  I was  one,  regarded  him 
as  the  best  representative  of  the  Union  sen- 
timent. Others  presented  the  Hon.  John 
Bell  as  the  best  Union  candidate,  and  the 
Hepublicans,  so  far  as  I am  informed,  have 
always  been  for  the  Union.  Thus  we  had 
four  candidates,  the  only  question  between 
whose  advocates  was:  Who  was  entitled  to 

pre-eminency  for  their  efforts  in  preserving 
the  Union?  We  have  now  laid  aside  all 
questions  of  political  difference,  all  disputes 
about  the  division  of  the  proceeds  of  the  j 
public  lands,  about  tariffs,  about  banks  and  j 
no  banks,  and  gathering  around  thestarsand  | 
stripes  in  one  fraternal  ling  over  our  devotion  j 
to  the  flag  of  our  country.  So  far  as  I am  ■ 
concerned,  1 am  proud  of  that  flag,  borne  by 
Washington  and  his  compeers  over  the 
bloody  battle  fields  and  frozen  marshes  of  a 
seven  years'  war.  I am  proud  of  that  flag, 
the  emblem  of  onr  liberties. 

You  arc  all  familiar  with  the  events  which  ] 
have  taken  place  in  Tennessee.  In  Februa- 
ry last,  at  a special  session  of  tiie  Legislature 
a bill  calling  a Convention  was  submitted  to 
the  people,  who  voted  it  down  by  a majority 
of  64,009.  Then  another  special  session  w as 
called,  and,  in  secret  session,  the  people  of 
East  Tennessee  were  sold  like  sheep  in  the 
shambles  to  the  Southern  Confederacy, 
While  the  officers  of  that  Confederacy  knew 
abAut  all  that  was  going  on,  my  people  were 
not  suffered  to  put  an  ear  to  the  keyhole,  or 
peep  through  a crevice,  while  they  were  be- 
ing transferred  to  the  Southern  Confederacy. 

Only  a little  more  than  thirty  days  were  j 
allowed  in  which  to  ratify  or  reject  the  or- 
dinance ol  secession.  Fifty-five  hundred  I 
thousand  dollars  were  voted  the  Governor 
by  which  to  arm  men,  who  should  overawe 
and  intimidate  the  Union  men.  Even  a 
slave  has  usually  the  privilege  of  selecting 
his  master,  but  here  are  we,  the  people  of  a 
sovereign  State,  sold  without  having  a voice 
in  the  choiie  ol  a master.  By  the  same  bill 
three  thousand  officers  were  created  and  dis- 
tributed over  the  State  to  overawe  and  in- 
timidate the  Union  voters.  Thus  domineer- 
ed, hectored,  and  browbeaten,  a large  pro-' 
portion  of  Union  men  were  kept  from  the 
polls;  yet  with  all  this,  over  thirty  counties 
in  East  Tennessee,  where  we  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  canvass,  gave  a majority  of  from 
20,000  to  25.000  against  secession.  My  own 
county  giving  a majority  of  2,007  against  it.  1 
We  of  East  Tennessee  are  resolved  still  to 
stand  by  the  State  and  the  Union.  If  an 
earthquake  or  a tornado  should  sweep  the 
other  portion  of  the  State  from  existence,  we 
of  East  Tennessee  should  still  claim  to  be 
the  State,  and  will  make  the  same  claim 
should  the  same  result  be  obtained  by  any 


other  cause  All  that  we  ask  is  that  there 
shall  be  no  invasion  from  the  Soutii  or  from 
the  other  portions  of  the  State.  We  ask 
that  we  may  have  means  to  defend  ourselves, 
under  that  clause  of  the  Constitution  which 
provides  that  every  citizen  shall  have  the 
right  to  keep  and  beararms.  Wc  have  ask- 
ed the  Governor  for  our  fair  proportion  of 
those  arms  which  were  distributed  for  tiie 
protection  of  the  State,  and  have  been  an- 
swered that  we  shall  have  them,  provided 
we  will  form  into  companies  and  brigades, 
to  be  transferred  to  Jeff  Davis  and  the  South- 
ern Confederacy.  We  will  form  no  such 
companies;  ive  will  receive  no  arms  on  these 
conditions.  We  will  appeal  to  the  General 
Government  for  aid,  and,  being  provided 
with  arms,  we  will  protect  and  delend  our 
homes,  our  firesides,  and  our  government 
from  all  invasion. 

We  hnve  been  taunted  — told  that  wc 
were  traitors — that  the  hemp  was  growing 
for  us — that  the  day  of  our  execution  was 
fixed.  We  have  stood  all  this,  and  more, 
lace  to  face,  toe  to  toe,  and  answered  that 
the  Constitution  defines  treason  to  be  adher- 
ing to  the  enemies  of  the  United  States,  and 
giving  them  aid  and  comfort;  and  we  have 
told  them  that  the  time  will  come  when  the 
judiciary  will  dare  todccide  according  to  the 
law,  and  then  wc  will  sec  for  whom  the  day 
of  execution  is  fixed,  and  for  whose  neck 
the  hemp  is  growing. 

The  stars  and  stripes  should  be  preserved, 
if  for  nothing  else,  as  a memento,  as  an  em- 
blem of  the  best  and  purest  Government  up- 
on which  the  sun  ever  shown;  and  I invoke 
the  bitterest  curses  upon  the  head  of  him 
who  would  trail  it  in  tile  dust.  I know  that  re- 
wards have  been  offered  for  my  head,  and  that 
it  is  even  said  that  warrants  have  been  issued 
for  Etheridge,  myself,  and  other  Union  men. 
But,  my  friends,  I am  no  fugitive,  much  less 
am  I a fugitive  from  justice.  I am  not  fly- 
ing from  my  home.  I am  on  my  way  to 
execute  a holy  mission.  I am  willing  to 
place  every  particle  of  property  I possess  at 
the  disposal  of  the  government,  if  she  needs 
it,  in  this  strife,  and  if  this  is  not  enough,  1 
am  willing  to  pour  out  my  life  blood  a liba- 
tion on  the  altar  of  my  country.  If  I fall 
in  this  strife,  all  I ask  is,  that  my  corpse 
shal I be  carried  to  my  home  in  Tennessee, 
wrapped  in  the  stars  and  stripes,  and  that  1 
shall  be  buried  among  her  mountains.  And 
if  the  Union  shall  fall  with  me,  all  that  I 
ask  is,  that,  wrapped  in  the  Hag  which  is  her 
emblem,  I shall  be  buried  in  tiie  same  com- 
mon grave.  I ask  no  greater  glory.

Lirge  number*  of  State  troops  who  were 
from  Boonville  are  returning  under  the 
terms  of  Lyon’s  proclamation.  Several 
houses  were  serarclied  for  contraband  ar- 
ticles. Severn!  secession  flags  were  captured, 
i and  also  several  prominent  secessionists.  | 
| Many  persons  who  have  heretofore  been  ae-' 
! cessionisis  are  now  Union  men.  With  hut 
pew  exceptions  Gen.  Lyon  and  his  men  have 
j made  a favorable  impression  upon  tiie  peo- 
ple. 

On  the  morning  of  the  fight  Governor 
Jackson  was  going  to  the  camp  with  Cap- 
tain Kelly's  company,  but  when  the  battle 
began  they  immediately  retreated,  Kelly’s 
company  embarking  on  the  steamer  H.  D.  I 
Bacon,  and  went  up  the  river.  Jackson  and  ' 
staff  left  for  the  West  on  horseback.  It  is 
supposed  that  they  will  make  another  stand 
somewhere  near  Lexington.  The  fugitive 
State  troops  took  the  Arrow  Rock  and  Lex- 
ington road  and  some  went  towards  George- 
town. A part  of  the  Federal  troops  are 
quartered  in  Hespian  Hall  in  this  city,  and 
the  remainder,  with  the  steamers,  are  at  the 
Fairgrounds,  about  a half  a mile  below, 
where  General  Lyon  has  his  headquarters. 
It  is  supposed  that  when  reinforcements, 
which  arc  expected  on  the  steamer  D.  A. 
January,  arrive,  General  Lyon  will  proceed 
westward. 

Col.  Blair  has  become  popular.  A man 
offered  five  hundred  dollars  to  any  one  who 
would  shoot  him.  The  man  was  arrested, 
and  Blair  immediately  released  him. 

A company  o*  eighty-seven  home  guards 
was  raised  on  Tuesday  night. 

Col.  Little  was  in  the  U.  S army,  but  re- 
cently resigned.  He  was  brevetteil  a Cap- 
tain lor  services  in  the  Mexican  war.

News  from  Missouri. 

Boonville,  Mo.,  June  19,  A.  M. 

As  Gen.  Lvon,  with  the  steamers  latan, 
McDowell,  and  City  of  Louisiana,  were  ap 
proaching  Boonville  Monday  morning,  he 
espied  a battery  on  the  river  bank,  5 miles 
below  the  town,  at  Adams’  mill.  He  then 
turned  back  and  went  down  to  about  Smiles 
below  Boonville  and  there  landed  his  forces, 
amounting  to  about  1,700  men,  with  4 field 
pieces.  He  left  100  men  to  guard  the  boats 
and  took  up  bis  march  for  Boonville,  on  the 
Iiocheport  road 

He  was  attacked  by  the  State  troops  3,000 
strong,  commanded  by  Col.  Little,  late  of 
the  United  States  Army,  who  were  con- 
cealed in  the  thick  undergrowth  and  wheat 
fields. 

After  a sharp  fight  the  State  troops  were 
[driven  back,  and  their  camp,  which  was  al 
I Bacon's  farm,  3 miles  below  Boonville,  on 
[ the  river  bluff,  with  provisions  and  a number 
of  horses,  were  taken. 

The  State  troops  retreated  through  Boon- 
ville in  great  disorder.  They  were  poorly 
armed  and  badly  disciplined. 

The  loss  of  the  Federal  troops  was  four 
killed  and  nine  wound;  four  of  the  State 
troops  are  known  lo  have  been  killed,  and 
fifteen  or  twenty  wounded.  The  Federal 
troops  say  that  many  of  the  State  force  were 
wounded.  They  speak  of  walking  over  a 
large  number  of  dead  bodies.  Gen.  Lyon 
and  Col.  Blair  were  in  the  thickest  of  the 
i fight.  Noneof  the  officers  were  hurt.  Capt.  ; 
! Burke,  of  St.  Louis,  had  his  sword  broken 
by  a shot.  Dr.  Quarles,  of  the  State  forces 
and  a prominent  citizen  of  Boonville,  was 
killed.  The  Federal  troops  say  that  only 
five  hundred  of  their  men  were  in  the  battle.
